_How the first news leaked out I hive no iden but, 
when confronted with the direct question, the Selection 
Committee chairman had no alternative but .to adm{t 
as I had suggested I-should be omitted from the 

England team to play at Manchester. : 


What I considered a deeply 
personal affair had become public 
property against my will. 

Since then I have heard several 
so-called “inside” versions of the 
reasons which prompted ms 
action.. 

Some have been miles from the 
mark, and none wholly accurate. 


. DISAPPOINTED 

Let me give you the REAL 
reasons, For one thing, my 
knee has behaved much better 
than last scason, 

If it remains as it is now, I 
shall hope for many more years 
in first-class cricket. No, my 
knee was not the cause. 

Most' people realise the honour 
bestowed upon the player chosen 
to play for his country. 

Possibly, however, only those 
with actual experience appreciate 
the sense of responsibility which 
Test cricket carries—and some- 
times the strain it causes, 

1 reveal no secret when I say 
that for some tlme I have been 
disappointed with my form. 

Even fair successes last sum- 
mer offered only partial compen- 
sation for the disappointments in 
Australia. This. season I have 
been far from satisfied. - 


DISTURBED ME 

If form clong had been the 
consideration I doubt whether I 
sheald ‘have written to the 
Selectors. 

After all, unless he is unfit, the 
player should leave an assessment 
of his form to the acknowledged 
experts, Otherwise he can 
cause them only embarrassment. 

My problem was not so clear- 
cut as that. Frankly—and again 
1 should have preferred not to 
talk about this—I have to admit 
that my low scores have dis- 
turbed me mentally. 

Accordingly, I thought my duty 
to the Selectors was to acquaint 
them with my feelings, They 
could not look into my mind. 

Every Test cricketer knows the 
difference between walking to the 
wicket brimful of confidence ond 
going out to bat conscious that 
some 30,000 or more pairs of cyes 
are on him and that the majority 
of spectators, In effect, ore say- 
ing to themselves or each other: 
"What is It going‘to be this time 
—another, failure?” 

LEAN PATCH 

I know [am not the first player 
to have struck +a Jean pitch. 
Most have fought their way out 
of It. 

Probably many hold that ‘1 
should. have been prepared.to do 
the same. 

Believé me, when I ‘wrote to 
the Test chairman, I was not 
trying to beat the exccutloner's 
axe. ‘ 

Greater players than I have 
been dropped from Test teams, 
and I admit freely I regarded 
myself os anything but certain of 
selection. 

Had this happened without any 
‘advance publicity, I should have 
said nothing about my letter to 
the Selection Committee. 

They, too, would have treated 
it a8 a private matter—as they 
did when another England player 
recently asked to be left out! 

MY AMBITION
